Great Man 


John A. Hannah was honored recently at LansinR 
on his 25th anniversary as president of Michijran State 
University. 


More than Ü\at of any other one man» State today 
in all its enormity is a reflection of John Hannah. 


When John Hannah went to State it was a cow 
collefire nicknamed “Moo U** and it had six thousand 
students. Today it has nearly 40,000 students and the 
value of its campus establishment has risen from $15 
million to more than $280 million. 


Hannah was the son of a Gmnd Rapids poultry 
farmer and he grew up on the family poultry fann, 
attended Grand Rapids Junior College and the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan and was graduated from State — 
then the Michigan Agricultural College — in 1928. 


He gained reputation in the depression as a poultry 
specialist under the National Recovery Act program 
but left government service to return to MSU in 1935 
as secretary to the Michigan Board of Agriculture, now 
MSU*s Board of Trustees. Hannah wed Sarah Shaw, 
daughter of the president. Robert S. Shaw, and in 1941 
he was named president to succeed his father-in*law.

The teatimonial dinner for the Hannahs loaded 
them with gifts and honors. There were messages from 
Presidents Truman, Eisenhower and Johnson, citing 
his services to the nation in development of the Point 
4 Program, in aiding integration of the armed forces 
and other humanist achievements as assistant secretaiy 
of defense for manpower and as chairman of the Civil 
Rights Commission. 


Governor Romney said that his growth as an in­ 
dividual had made possible the growth of State. Cer­ 
tainly it influenced it strongly. He is the strong leader 
tM>e who took over at East Lansing at a time when the 
cow colleges were changing. He gave State a dynamic 
program of i^ysical growth and the setting for a future 
of intellectual leadership.

LONDON (AP* - The British 
Motor Corp., ha.«« told 750,- 
COO owners of its mints and other 
frontwhecl drive cars that they 
may be in danger of brake fail­ 
ure. About a fifth of the cars 
concerned are overseas. 


The company askerl the own­ 
ers to take their cars to BMC 
dealers for free Modification. 
The models affected Vw-ere made 
between October 1963 and April 
last year. 


A statement explained that an 
aluminum washer used in the 
braking system could become 
corroded by salt thrown in roads 
in winter. Symptoms of the 
trouble would be a gradual de­ 
cline in braking power rather 
than a sudden failure, it said.
